claring all ſuch Diſpoſitions, Bonds or other Deeds, to be void and 
null, excepting in io far as concerns his Perſon and Moveable Eſtate 
allenarly. And His Majeſty with Advice and Conſent forefaid, Statutes, 
Enacts and Declares, that the proper Debts and Deeds of the Proteſtant 
Heir or Heirs ſucceeding as aforeſaid, ſhall no ways affect the foreſaid 
Eſtate, but the ſame ſhall. return in the condition as it was at the 
time the Succeſſion devolved to the Proteſtant Heir or Heirs, with the 
burden always of the juſt and lawful Debts payed by the Proteſtant Heir 
or Heirs, or Securiries grantsd by them for the ſaid Debts, which hall 
really burden and affect the ſaid Eſtate,” not reckoning the current Annu- 
alrents, ſo that the benefit of the freeRent, over and above the current 
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Proteſtant Heir qr Heirs to whom the Succeſſion ſhall deyolye, do not 
xlecute their Right by Service, or other Legal Mean, to affect the Sue- 
:ethon within the ſpace of two years after the Irritancy is incurred, then 
there ſhall be acceſs to the next proteſtant Heir or Heirs, to whom the 
like ſpace is allowed to proſecute their Right; and if they fail zie, to the 
remotter Heir or Heirs on the like Conditions. ay and while the Right be 
ef:Qually eſtabliſned in the perſon of a proteſtant Heir or Heirs, who by 
owning and eſtabliſhing their Title, ſball have Right to all the Profirs af- 
ter incurring of the Irritancy; and if the popiſh Heir or Heirs excluded, 
do not renounce Popery as aforeſaid, within the'fpace of Ten Years af- 
ter the Irrttancy is incurred, not reckaning the Yeats of Minority in the 
aid Ten Years, they and their Heirs ſhall be for ever excluded: F rovid- 
ing always and Declaring, that all Eftates whatſomever devolved in 
manner and for the Cauſes foreſaid, ſhall be devolved. transferred and be- 
long to the ſucceeding proteſtant Heir, with and undet the Tailzies, Con- 
ditions, Irritances and Clauſes refolutive contained in the Rights of the 
aid Eſtates, as they ftandorſhallſtandin the perſon of theſe to whom they 
ſhall! ſucceed, on the Grounds and for the Reafons foreſajd, the ſame being 
conſiſtent with Scagreeable to this preſent Act and the other Latys of this 
lingdom. And for preventing all Frauds by latent or antedated Diſpo- 
ſtions, His Majeſty with Advice foreſaid, Doth Statute and Declare, that 
0 Diſpoſition or other voluntar Right in favours of a Papiſt, flowing 
tom a perſon to whom the ſaid Papiſt may ſuecetd as Heir ſhall be of any 
orce.or effect, though anterior” ro the date Hereof unleſs rhe ſaĩd Diſpofi- 
m or other Right Has taken effect by 'nteſtment or poſſefſion, or pro- 
lacing the ſame Judicially in Proceſs before the date hereof - And His 
Majeſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Starutes,Enatts and Declares 
Cloytters, or any other Popiſh Societies, or to any perſoris to their be- 
dove, ſhall be void and null, in ſo far as concerns the ſaid Cloyfters or 
Popiſh Societies, but the ſame fhall 7pſo facto fall and accreſs to the neareſt 
Foteſtant Relation to the giver ar the time, when the ſaid Diſpoſition, 
Donation, Legacy or other Deed were deſtinat to be effectual. As alſo 
Bis Majeſty with Advice and Confenrt foreſaid, Statutes, Erradts' and De- 
dares), that no Adjgication at the inftance of any Papiſt, or for his be. 
bore,(hall at any time expire in the perſon of a Papiſt, but ſhall onfy ſubſiſt 
lor Secutity of the Sums truely due, with the ordinary Annualrent thereof, 
ſtovid ing that the ſaid Adjudication may expire within Year and oof 
ater the ſame comes to be eſtabliſhed in the perſon of a Proteſtant Hei 
or Aſſigney and the ordinarLegal run, neither ſhalt any Adjudication or 
other real Diligence be competent. at the inſtance of a Papiſt, or his behove 
upon a gratuitousBond,or any other gratuitous Debt or Deed whatſoever.
